Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references cited used either singularly or in combination teach or fairly suggest an 
image display system of environment-compliant type that corrects a color of an imge 
and displays the image wherein a correction section that corrects input-output 
characteristic data for display that is used by a display section to display the image, 
based on a obtained coordinate value forming a complementary color pair, wherein a 
complementary color pair comprises colors forming gray when mixed together with the 
converted coordinate value within a visual environment as recited in the claims. 
Nakagawa (U.S. Patent No. 4,246,600) teaches pixels containing primary colors and 
pixels for ifs complement having a specific pixel arrangement as opposed to obtaining a 
color coordinate value which forms a complementary color pair based on a converted 
coordinate value. Further, while Fergason (U.S. Patent No. 4,953,953) teaches the 
usage of complementary color subsets, however forms black when mixed with primary 
colors.
